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Democratic Reform in Ohio. 


It hasten well said that the Demo- 


cratic party is on tiini, and nowhere can 
t-he sincerity of its professed yearnings 
after reform be so well tested as in the 
course pursued by it in tho States which 
lust fall surrendered their government 
into its hands. One of these States was 
Ohio aa<l there a Democratic Legisla- 
ture Las lately signalized itself in n pe- 
culiar way. 'Knmors of corruption in 
connection with the passage of ft bill to 
chan«e ihe county seat of V ood connty 
became so loud, that it was found ncc- 
essarv to order an investigation. The 
evidence elicited implicated the Chair- 
man and one cf the members of the 
investigating committee, besides fixing 
the crime of I ribe-takinp upon sev- 
eral 
other 
members. 
The 
report 


of tho committee was to the 
effect 


that three 
members of 
the 
House 


should be "exonerated;" that three oth- 
ers were "deserving of censure;" and 
that two more, "be brought to the bar of 
the House "and severely reprimanded.'' 
There can.bo no doubt,fromtlieeviden;e, 
that five members at least ought to have 
been expelled; but the House took the 
matter up with Democratic promptness, 
and speedily "exonerated" the whole 
set. This ia a little the hardiest defi- 
ance of decency that has come before 
the public for several years. It is so 
very bad that the Cincinnati Enquirer, ft 
staunch Democratic organ, is constrained 
to employ the following forcible language 
in regard toil: "The Ohio House of 
Representatives, in the closing hours of 
the session, has disgraced itself. In the 
Wood county investigation it wns clearly 
shown that in several cases bribery was 
attempted or accomplished. The ad- 
journment cuts oft' the iuvestigation,but 
in the face of all the testimony submit- 
ted the House votes to exonerate all the 
members implicated by Gordon's inves- 
tigating committee. 
This .action was 


shameful. It is nothing U-ss than shield- 
ing bribery and smothering its exposure. 
The House of Representatives ot our 
General Assembly has chosen to puss 
out of public sight, advertising itself as 
a body whose votes were purchasable by 
'jokes' ranging frum $15 to §100 iu 
value, solemnizing that disgraceful fact, 
iu effect, by n vote of approval. It has 
placed a premium upon bribery instead 
of fixing upon it tke seal of condemna- 
tion. The Legislature disbands f shilling 
odious odors." That, .inquestionably, 
will be'tbe general opinion, and iu the 
light of this fragrant experience it seems 
hardly probable that Ohio will ;.gam | 
make the mistake of electing a Demo-1 
cratic ticket.

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Reformers have played upon the rail- 


road corporation string until the sound 
has become monotonous, or at least un- 
til there seems to DO no immediate ne- 
cessity for more of that kind of music. 
We believe it is generally conceded at 
the present time that the railroad com- 
panies are uehcving tolerably well, and 
are working, in most instances, in the 
interests of the State at large. When 
they change the programme, then it will 
be proper to inaugurate another crusade 
against them. During all the time when 
the fight was most bitter against them, 
there was a monopoly existing in the 
State which, in otir opinion, was far more 
damaging to its interests than any of the 
worst schemes of the railroad, had they 
been successfully carried out. We refer 
to the land monopoly. The best lands 
of the State are held in the grasp of men 
•who are as devoid of conscience as the 
men who go oxit upon the highway and 
levy assessments upon the travelers. 
They become possessed of large tracts 
of fertile lands for a mere pittance, nnd 
then hold them indefinitely until au ex- 
orbitant price is received lor them from 
the actual settler. Meantime, while own- 
ers regard these lands as valuable, they 
are put down upon the assessment roll 
at a mere nominal price, nnd the settler 
who cultivates • small tract is assessed 
at the highest rates. At the next ses- 
sion of the Legislature this evil should 
be abolished. During the coming cam- 
paign no uian should be voted for as a 
legislator who will not pledge himself to 
assist in abolishing it.—yevada Tran- 
script. 


Bough oa Carpet-Soldiers. 


The carpet-warrior of Great Britain, 


distinguishable by his military air and 
proficiency in waltzing, is a most dis- 
gusted creatnre. By the law abolishing 
the sale of commissions, this valuable 
ornament finds himself in n pretty fix. 
Under the old system the Government 
made no objection to his staying at home 
and displaying bis manly qualities in 
the balfroom and about town, even 
when he should have been away. When 
bia regiment was ordered to Africa, to 
India, and to Canada—horribly slow 
places, where his dazzling appearance 
was extremely inappropriate—all he had 
to do was to hire a substitute by ex- 
changing his commission with some less- 
gifted soldier, and, while his comrades 
were spending their lives at Aden, Gib- 
raltar, or St. John, N. B., this pet of 
the petticoats would still be the hero of 
the salon and tho cynosure of impres- 
sionable belledom. But the new law | 
abolishes this privilege, and is conse-1 
quently voted a bore. It is not sur- 
prising that this class is making every 
effort to make the exchangiag of com- 
missions legal again. It is rather a fun- 
ny commentary on the noble warrior 
that, while he desires to be considered 
killing, this thirst for slaughter is satis- 
fied by ravages on feminine hearts. 


— Sir. Bayard Taylor mentions the 


fact that the Burger Schulen (correspond- 
ing to our graded schools) in Germany 
have introduced the study of the Eng- 
lish language with the most excellent re- 
•nits, i-nd argues that our own school 
system should not be in any respect in- 
ferior to that of the most enlightened 
European nations.
